BOMBINGS AND SEA BLOCKADE 
OF JAPAN MAY SOFTEN ISLANDS 
BEFORE GROUND INVASION DAY 


By DEVVITT MACKENZIE

Our aerial bombardment of Ja- 


pan has progressed far enough so 
we can say with assurance that, 
between this increasingly intensive 
bombing and the allied blockade, 
I he mikado's home islands could 
be crippled prior to invasion—If 
our high command should decide to 
put-Bile such tactics. 


One suspects that the allies In- 


tend to anaesthetize Nippon so far 
as possible before undertaking am- 
phibious operations and thus reduce 
our casualties. 
Apropos of this, 


Tokyo claims that a chain of pow- 
erful underground fortresses, gird- 
Ing the entire coastline of the main 
Island, is being rushed to comple- 
tion. 


I don't believe we want to dispute 
that claim, for it may easily be 
true. 


We are just beginning to gel 


along In a big way with our bomb- 
Ing of Japan proper, and things 
are moving well. The Tokyo radio 
admits that 4,900,000 Japanese were 
killed, injured or made homeless by 
American bombing of Tokyo, Osa- 
ka, Yokohama, Nagoya and Kobe 
up to May 31. The broadcast said 
that 1.135,000 homes were destroy- 
ed in these cities. 


What's more to the point, as 


long ago as the middle of May, 
Major Gen. Curtis LcMay, chief of 
the 21st bombnr command, said 
that tho B-29s had knocked out, or 
nearly knocked out, war produc- 
tion In these key cities of Japan. 
That's a terrific blow to the mik- 
ado's fighting machine. 


Dally our raids are demonstrat- 


ing that Japan is much more vul- 
nerable to bombing than was Ger- 
many—and the air attack was one 
of tho prime factors In bringing the 
relch to Its knees, 


Japan Is going to be slashed to 


ribbons with 
bombs*—unless she 


surrenders. Annihilation Is the al- 
ternative, and one wonders 
how 


long the civilian population will 
be able to stand up under such a 
rain of death, coupled with the 
hunger which they face because 
of the blockade. 
It's reasonable 


to believe that, despite their fatal- 
istic fanaticism, they have their 
cracking point. 


So things go well with our at- 


tack against Japan proper. 
We 
should remember, though, that ca- 
pitulation of Nippon doesn't neces- 
sarily mean the surrender of her 
forces on the continent where she 
has 2,000,000 men and large re- 
sources for making war. 
That's 


one of the Imponderables.

§>DN MANY FARMS

With two out of three farm hom- 


es in Navarro County still lacking 
adequate water facilities, the Farm 
Security Administration on July 1 
launched its fifth year of work to 
correct these conditions, according 
to L. O. Wright, FSA supervisor 
In Corslcanu. 


The FSA water facilities 
pro- 
gram, an integral part of the agen- 
cy's effort to make the small farm- 
er self-sustaning, operates in 
17 


western ona southwestern states. 
Farm owners or operators who can- 
not obtain adequate credit 
else- 


where may apply for a loan at the 
local FdA office. 


Loans may be made for the fol- 


lowing: wells, cisterns, ponds, stock 
tanks and diversion dams; storage 
tanks, stock troughs and accesso- 
ries; power equipment and instal- 
lations; and garden Irrigation not 
to exceed one acre. The loan may 
run as long as 20 years, with three 
percent interest. 


"Lack of water definitely 
will 


affect tno. income of the farm fam- 
ily," said Wright. "Milk produc- 
tion often in increased as much as 
20 percunt when cows have enough 
clean walor." 


The FSA goal is safe 
drinking 


water for the family, fresh water 
at all times foi livestock and poul- 
try and storage of suitable water 
for irrigation of the garden plot. 


"Often a loan for as little as $200 


will provide water facilities for all 
these purposes," Wright emphasiz- 
ed. "A planned water system 
on 
t i the farm la tailor made to suit the 
7 particular needs of that farm 
as 


to size, family requirements and 
livestock enterprises."

Put the in- 
gredients together, bring to a boil 
remove from heat and pour Into a 
jar. Heat the syrup before using 
it- to pack fruit.
